Students from working-class families 
are greatly under-represented at Canadian 
universities, says a report released re- 
cently by the Canadian Union of Students. 
High income "white-collar" families, which 
make up 23.3 per cent of the Canadian popu- 
lation send 48% of the students to the 47 Ca- 
nadian universities and colleges surveyed 
in February, 1965. The "blue-collar" fa- 
milies, which make up 64.1 per cent of the 
population according to Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics figures, send a little over a 
third (35%).

JOHN E. BRADLEY 


—DPPAPAPPAPAODPPADOSES 


The Board of Governors of The Univer- 
sity of Alberta, as constituted under the new 
Universities Act, is comprised of repre- 
sentatives from the University, business, 
and industry. 


Its Chairman is John Edward Bradley, 
M.D., who is not only widely known to the 
Edmonton community, but toa host of gra- 
duates who made his acquaintance as mem- 
ber of the executive committee and as vice- 
president and president of the General Al- 
umni Association of The University of Al- 
berta. 


Dr. Bradley graduated from the U. of A. 
with a degree in medicine in 1940, and 
served with the R.C,A,F. during World 
War II. In 1946 he founded the Wainwright 
Medical Clinic, and in 1960 was appointed 
medical officer and manager of the Medi- 
calServices Department with Medical Ser- 
vices (Alberta) Incorporated. In 1964 Dr. 
Bradley became the executive director of 
the Glenrose Provincial General Hospital 
in Edmonton. 


From 1964todate, Dr. Bradley has been 
an ex-officio member of the Senate of The 
University of Alberta and a member of its 
Board ofGovernors. Arecent appointment 
has him servingon anadvisory committee 
on nursing and nursing education to the 
Minister of Health. 


Recognizable by his engaging person- 
ality and demonstrated competency, Dr. 
Bradley is warmly welcomed by "Folio" to 
the position of eminence and importance as 
new chairman of the Board of Governors of 
The University of Alberta. 


It is our very sad duty to report the un- 
timely death on July 12, of Dr. G.M,. Dun- 
lop. 


Professor Dunlop was born in Saskat- 
chewan where he obtained his elementary 
and high school education and later gradua- 
ted with a B. A. from the University of Sa- 
skatchewan. Subsequently he tookhis M.A. 
from Alberta andthe PhD. from Columbia. 
He joined the staff of the Edmonton Normal 
School in 1928 and has been intimately as- 
sociated with teacher education in this pro- 
vince ever since. Prior to 1928 he taught 
in Alberta and served briefly also as In- 
ispector of Schools. 


The Summer Session owes a great deal 
to Dr. Dunlop. He was its Director from 
1947 to 1950, relinquishing the position to 
become head of the newly established De- 
partment of Educational Psychology. Dur- 
ing the past sixteen years it has been a rare 
Summer Session indeed that has not found 
him on Campus actively supervising the ac- 
tivities of his department and usually tea- 
ching a course himself. 


Untold numbers of students willbest re- 
member Dr. Dunlop as a vigorous and dedi- 
cated teacher. In spite of an increasingly 
heavy burden of administrative responsi- 
bilities associated with a rapidly expanding 
department with heavy graduate commit- 
ments, he has continued to carry an unusu- 
ally heavy teaching load. It was indeed typi- 
calof the man that in spite of illness, more 
serious than he realized, he struggled to 
class on the first two days of the current 
Summer Session. In fact his last service, 
given at immense cost to himself, was to 
return tohis office last Wednesday morning 
to brief a substitute instructor so that his 
students would be reasonably well prepared 
toface their preliminary examination. He 
was fatally stricken that afternoon. 


Dr. Dunlop planned to retire at the end 
of August. His many friends and acquain- 
tances will regret that he was not spared to 
enjoy at least a few years of retirement. 
To his wife, Gwen, and his son, Richard, 
and his family, we send our sincerest 
sympathy.

At arecent annual conference of the Ca- 
nadian Library Association, three library 
staff members were elected to office: Mr.

cal Services Section of the Association. 


Four prominent Alberta educators are 
contributors to Collier's Encyclopedia, the 
24-volume general reference work. They 
are: John E. Dutton, Chairman of the Al- 
berta Library Board, Public Library of 
Lethbridge, whose article discusses the 
history, geography, government and poli- 
tics, economics, cultural and social ac- 
tivities in Alberta; Dr. Frederick G. Hey- 
mann and the Chairman of the Department 
of History, Dr. L.G. Thomas, both Pro- 
fessors of History at The University of Al- 
berta, who have contributed articles on 
prominent men in Canadian history; and 
Bruce Braden Peel, chief librarian at The 
University of Alberta, whose articles deal 
with the Royal Canadian Mounted Police and 
the University of Saskatchewan. 


The most comprehensive study of aca- 
demic library resources ever undertaken 
in Canada was launched in June by the As- 
sociation of* Universities and Colleges of 
Canada and the Canadian Association of 
College and University Libraries. Finan- 
ced largely by a grant from the Canada 
Council, the study will look into present re- 
sources of university and college libraries, 
cooperation between libraries, the possi- 
bilities for.automation in libraries, ad- 
ministrative practices, services offered 
by academic libraries, and financial sup- 
port. It is intended that the report will of- 
fer guidelines for academic library devel- 
opment to 1980. 


A team of four will undertake the study. 
Director of the team is Dr. Robert B. 
Downs, Dean of Library Administration of 
the University of Illinois. 


Associated with Dr. Downs in the study 
will be Bruce Peel, Chief Librarian of The 
University of Alberta. Mr. Peel is author 


of A Bibliography of the Prairie Provinces 


to 1953 and co-author of The Saskatoon 
Story, 1882-1952. Mr. Peel is president 
of the Canadian Association of College and 
University Libraries and a member of the 
National Research Council's Associate 
Committee on Scientific Information.
